Those Posted Believe the Yacht 


Has Sprung a Leak. 


NEW YORK. Aug. 23.—The Tribune 


.•says: 


Men whose opinions and yachting 


knowledge are respected and esteemed 
declared yesterday that the Shamrock 
was twisted In the midship section and 
that towing had caused a strain which 
nas "worked" her plates. 


One yachting expert who has built 


yachts anu lias clocked ImmltWIs of 
ships told a Tribune reporter last even- 
ing that he was surprised, while look- 
nff at the English cup Challenger, to 
see that «=he was badly twisted 1ft" the 
midship section. 


"The warp is quite apparent," he 


continued, 'to anyone who knows any- 
thing about the lines of a yacht. 
I 


fancied that I detected the twist yes- 
terday afternoon. I am sure of it to- 
day as by lightening the Shamrock Is 
much higher out of the water today 
than she was yesterday. 
Naturally 


towing caused the straining and made 
the plates draw and on that account 
T believe the theory of a leak Is quite 
probable. 
Tf the yacht came over on 


the port tack the tendency would be to 
strain the hull to starboard tfnd such 'a 
strain would undoubtedly cause the 
plates on the port quarter to draw." 


Unquestionably there is something 


wronjr in the midship section on the 
port side of the yacht. 
Mr. BarriC,

In explanation of the pumping it -mts 


stated that the water had come from 
the large water tanks which were tak- 
en out on last Wednesday. 
This last 


idea could not reasonably be reconciled 
with the immense quantity of water 
which was pumped out of the Sham- 
rock. 
Men who have worked around 


the basin for twenty years were unani- 
mously of the opinion that the j-acht 
had sprung a leak through the.strain- 
Ing to which she had been subjected. 
Others believed that the leak or strain 
probably was a result of the accident 
which happened to the Shamrock when 
she ran aground In her trial trip with 
the Prlnre of Wales' Britannia.

The streets 
are EO crowded with people as to be al- 
most impassable, and down near the 
wharves there are tens of thousands of 
cheering admirers of the returning sol- 
diers. 
In-coming trains and boats 


have brought delegations from almost 
every town in the state,.and It is esti- 
mated that there are 100,000 visitors in 
the city, joining in the popular demon- 
strations. 


As the Sherman came to anchorage

people home rule and a free and inde- 
pendent government. 


Porto Rico is American territory, and 


in his recent interview with Secretary 
Root former Premier Riviera present- 
ed the anomalous condition of the isl- 
and in such, a way as to compel Mr. 
Hoot to admit the justice of the cause 
the Porto Ilicans plead. 
Business in 


the Island is practically at a standstill, 
for the reason that the people have no 
present political status. 
The United 


states took away Spanish sovereignty 
and the people of the islands gladly 
adopted the sovereignty of the United 
States, thinking it would better thler 
condition. 
The improvement has not 


manifested itself. The highest officials 
of the war department stated today 
that this matter could be settled in no 
other way than by recognizing Porto 
Rico as an integral part of the United 
States. 


Secretary Root tonight admitted that 


the conditions In Porto Rico were dis- 
couraging to the people of that island 


response to statements that have 


recently appeared that relief measure 
have been insufficient, Mr. Root replied 
that the people of the United States 
had been very generous, and relief wa 
being afforded In a manner very satis- 
factory to the authorities. 
The press-

school 


boards fiv»m being imposed upon by de- 
signing book agents. 
It frequently 


happens that a book ascent will talk one 
member of a school board into buying a 
needless lot of apparatus ami books 
when, if a meeting was held, the sale 
would prohahly not be made. 


The body of the circular is as fol- 


lows: 


"Please call particularly to the atten- 


tion of all school trustees of your res- 
pective county the following provis- 
ion oC the law, fowit: 
The latter por- 


tion of Sub. 1 of Section 1716 of the Po- 
litical Code relating to the powers and 
duUes of trustees and Iwinrfls of edu- 
cation, to transact their business at 
regular or special meetings called for 
such purposes, etc." 


"Waste of funds and extravagance 


in thr purchase of needless supplies 
very frequently result from failure to 
observe this plain provision. 


IJThls law means that trustees must 


moot together that all may have oppor- 
tunity to discuss and talk over the 
needs of their school before they can 
legally authorize an order upon the 
funds of the district; that it is in viola- 
tion of their oaths of office to contract 
separately or individually with agents 
who may call upon them at their homes 
or places of business. 


"It is in the purchase of supplies, 


books and apparatus that abuses arise 
from failure to observe the law in this 
particular. 
Agents not 
infrequently 


call upon only two of the trustees, pet 
their consent to receive supplies, and- 
the third trustee is not consulted. 


"The salary of the teacher may be

Great Britain, Germany and Italy are 


all malting special efforts to enlarge 
their tradft with •South America.-and the 
British government recently sent'T. A. 
Worthington, special commissioner ol 
the Board of Trade, to Etudy and report 
commercial •conditions in South Amer- 
ica. 


Mr. WorthHuttoa reports that Brit- 


ish trade In many lines IB declining and 
that British goods are being replaced 
by those from the United States from 
Germany and in some Instances from 
France, Italy .and other continent, 
countries. 


The reasons which Mr. Worthfngton 


assigns are different In different cases, 
In many lines of eoods the Germans 
have secured the trade through sending 
out goods of lower price and much in- 
ferior quality, 


In mijm» lines, notably in Iron and 


steel txxxJa and various kinds of ma- 
chinery, Mr. Worthlngton found that 
trade of th* United States was Increas- 
ing.

j Sherman, which hrousht the California 


roslment and heavy artillery home to 
their native state, sounded a note of 
warning that thy time had arrived for 
the Fighting First to place foot again 
on the soil of dear old California. Long: 
before that hour the men were aboul 
the decks Kazln.tr longingly toward the 
ilty. and naklns questions Of those on 
shore concerning the hour set by the 
committee for the breakfast. 
They 


were all hungry lads, hungry for a 
Sood square meal that would savor oj 
home rooking, different from the pork 
and beans of the camp and the monot- 
onous fare of the ship. 


The soldiers had tired of staying on 


the ship two days after arrival in port, 
hut they put up with the hardship 
without complaining, knowing that the 
citizens of Ban Francisco were pre- 
paring a tremendous welcome for them. 
Now they were to be released from 
"the floating prison." as they termed 
the ship. 
The very thought of it was 


cheering to them. 
There were many 


happy faces and many anxious ones. 
Some of the men were uncertain as to 
their relatives here, and wished to com- 
municate with them, but the orders 
were that no one should be allowed on 
the wharf, as the boys were to meet 
their friends and relations at the<erry 
depot per prearranged plans. 


"We're all going ashore at 7.30." said 


Colonel Duboce to a group of his offi- 
cers. 
The news soon spread about the 


ship and shouts of. joy could be heard 
it every side. "Fall in," rang- out the 
command, and after company Inspec- 
tion the batteries of heavy artillery 
i-ere marched onto the wharf and were 
soon followed by the First regiment 
boys. 


Outside the wharf by this time was a 


dense crowd of people. Amonjr the.m 
were hundreds of relatives of the sol- 
diers, who attempted to gain access to 
the wharf, but .were told that they 
rould have to be patient and wait un- 
til tbe depot was opened. Some of the 
women folk pleaded with the police offi- 
cers and begged to be permitted to say 
Just a short "Good morning" to loved 
ones in the ranks. 
While this scene 


was being enacted outside the regiment 
was formed in line awaiting the com- 
ing: of Governor Gage and his staff. 
They did1 not have to wait lone; The 
Governor is a very prompt, man and he 
was on the minute. When his carriage 
drove onto tho wharf -the lads cheered 
time and again for the chief executive 
of the state. 
The Governor welcomed 


Colonel Duboce in the name of the 
commonwealth, and turning to the line 
of brown uniformed men delivered a 
short speech In a loud, clear voice. His 
words verbatim were: 


"Volunteers of California: As the 


chief executive of the state of Califor- 
nia, on behalf of Its grateful people 
I have the high honor, as well as pleas- 
ant duty, of welcoming a.nd saluting 
you, brave defenders of this state ant 
nation, 


"You have reaped an equal share o 


glory with the soldiers of the regular 
army of our country and thft volunteers 
of sister states, and your reward Is the 
unstinted praise and. frratltude of your 
fellow countrymen. 


"In the war against the insurgents 


the heroic deeds and effective work 6 
the California First battalion of heavy 
artillery should not be overlooked, fo: 
they a"Iso form a prominent page in the 
history of this eventful contest. Neither 
the tropic sun. the drenching rain, the 
morass, llie Jungle nor the enfilading 
fire of a concealed and vindictive foe 
made yon falter or retreat when the 
command was''forward.' 


"The struggle from first to last fount 


every volunteer not only an Intrepid 
soldier, but a hero. 


"The months of guard and garrison 


duty among the treacherous natives 
which followed the success of American 
arms in the Spanish war was markei 
by your splendid discipline and unex 
celed deportment, manifesting- the fac 
that the California'volunteer in becom- 
ing a soldier, did not lose his humanity 


"It was to be foreseen that your dif- 


ficult 
duties of maintaining order 


amonff,the half-civilized natives would 
culminate in the insurrectionary war 
which brought further hardships and 
suffering to the American soldiers in 
the Philippines. 


"While the people of this state are 


proud of the martial deeds of the liv- 
Injr. they are not forgetful of the dead 
and sincerely mour the volunteers who 
died here In camp, as well as those who 
perished In the Philippines, fully recog- 
nizing that their deaths were in the 
same noble cause and that the same 
glory onshrouds their memory. 


"The present war Is not a. war of 


conques, notwithstanding the treas- 
onable utterances of a few carping 
critics to the contrary. 
The acquisi- 


tion of territory is hut an incident, the 
war itself being In defense of American 
rights, American commerce and Chris- 
tian civilisation. 


"To yield to disorganized bands of 


half-civilized natives, the lands won 
from the Kingdom of Spain by the 
blood and valor of our soldiers would 
be to forever lose ur foremost place 
among the powers as a commercial and 
civilizing nation, 


"The splendid work which you and 


your fellow soldiers from every part ol 
the Union have accomplished, must noi 
he destroyed by a relinquiBhment of 
the Philippines. 


"Our national destiny leads to com- 


mercial expansion across the Pacific 
ocean and the Philippine Islands, gainr-l 
by both war and purchase, are neces- 
sary for the'mnintonnnrf of our com- 
morre and the prestige of our flag; 


"Therefore.liravc soldiers, you have 


nobly aided in this magnificent terri- 
torial acquisition, having completed 
your labors, and bvintr about to return 
to tho civic pursuits of life, T bid you 
on behalf of the citizens of California, 
a most cordial welcome." 
Once more 'on the streets of San Fran- 
cisco—after months of tramping In the 
swamps of Manila under a cruel sun; 
after danger and death and a longjnpr 
for homo, which could not be sure of 
realization; nfter hardship, struggle 
nnd strain In the heat of battle and in 
the face of the enemy's fire—the regi- 
ment of California volunteers once 
more trod the flagstones of their nnttve 
city today.

STATE PRINTING. 


Copies of School Law Cannot 


be Issued This Year. 


The new method originated by the 


Assembly Ways and Means Commit- 
tee and adopted by the legislature ol 
of 1S99 in reference to state printing 
and which governs all state depart-* 
ments in the amount which may be ex- 
pended for printing, falls hard 
this 


year upon the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Public- Instruction. 
It Is 


the duty of this office to have printed 
and to distribute the school laws of the 
state and to have printed all blank 
books and reports required by county 
superintendents, teachers, school trus- 
tees, and other authorities in the dis- 
charge of their public school duties. 


Owinr to the fact that no printing 


was done for the educational depart- 
ment for the school years 18M. 1897 and 


!. all supplies and blanks were on 


January 1, 1899, about exhausted, so 
that unusually large demands have this 
year been made upon this department. 


It was hoped that the appropriation 


would permit the printing of both the 
two large Items, but it now appears 
Impossible to secure the latter. 
The 


adopted method IE inflexible, In that 
It will not permit any iiortion of the 
sum appropriated for the second fiscal 
year to be used for the first. All that 
can now he expended on srhool law will 
be for a few pages or leaflets giving 
the amendments since 1895. 


There is a heavy demand for copies 


of the school law among the teachers 
of the county at this time of the year.

THE FOREST RESERVES. 


Are Necessary to Preserve the 


Irrigating Systems. 


The following communication in re- 


gard to the pasturing of sheep on the 
forest reserve^ was handed to the Re- 
publican by Charles S. Newhall, super- 
intendent of the forest reserve: 


BAKERSFIEUD, California. 


"Dear Sir:—In accordance with your 


request, I now write you as to the ben- 
efits to be derived by the citizens of 
Kem county from having the moun- 
tains and forests preserved from the 
encroachments of sheep grazing. 


"As I have had considerable experi- 


ence In the mountains, now included in 
ihe Sierra forest reserve, for over twen- 
ty years, and for over half that time 
jn the sheep business, I can state posi- 
tively that if the sheep are not kept ofE 
the mountains will be turned into a 
desert as the undergrowth is all dead. 
Nothing is left but the old trees, which, 
of course, will not last always, 
and 


there are no young trees to take their 
place.

The special object of Mr. Goethe's 


'visit at this time is to observe the 
methods of fruit picking and cannfru 
with reference particularly to the rai- 
sin and flg Industries. He made a tour 
of the packing houses and the cannery 
yesterday morning and will continue 
his Investigations in this line today. 


Before leaving Fresno he will make 


a special study of the irrigation system 
also.

Ely had two farge bunds of sheep. 


So he quietly watched until one very 
dark night nnd then gave the herders 
command to drive one of the bands on 
into 
the reservation. 
All the bells 


were taken from the sheep and 
the 


least possible noise was made. 
The 


herders actually passed within a few 
fet-t of Fowler's house as they drove 
the sheep. 


The remaining band was divided in- 


to two smaller flocks. 
When the guar- 


dian of the reservation woke up the 
next morning one of his first arts was 
nsiturallv to ride around and see if 
Bcze Ely's sheep were still outside his 
domain. 
He saw the two hands and j 


concluded Ely was obeying the law. Inj 
the meantime half of the sheep were 
well on their way into the heart of the 
reservation and they remained
